Michael Bush could feel Kevin Ware’s pain 
Sunday. 

The Bears running back, who played col- 
lege football at Louisville, said he cried after 
seeing the Cardinals basketball player suffer 
a gruesome broken leg during an Elite Eight 
victory over Duke. But Bush’s empathy for 
Ware wasn’t just a result of school pride. 

Bush had been there before. 

During his senior year, Bush suffered a 
broken leg in the season opener against Ken- 
tucky. As a junior, Bush ran for 1,183 yards and 
an NCAA-leading 23 touchdowns. He was 
considered a Heisman Trophy favorite before 
the injury. 

Bush got a chance to share his tale when 
he spoke with Ware on the phone Monday 
morning. He sent out this Twitter message 
following the conversation: 

“Just spoke with #Kevin Ware n told me he 
already up on crutches. #Superhuman” 

Bush appeared on the NFL Network’s 
“NFLAM” on Monday to share his story and 
talk about Ware. 

“Tt was very painful [because] it was some- 
thing I had to go through,” Bush said. “Just to 
see that. ... I know his life has changed. He’s 
got a long road, but it’s doable because I’ve 
done it.” 

Louisville coach Rick Pitino addressed 
Ware’s status during a Monday conference call. 

“I know right before the surgery he was

able to watch the players at the press confer- 
ence and the nurses and the doctors told me 


that was the first time he just broke down and 
cried when the players were talking about 
him,” Pitino said. 

“He was in great spirits. He got some phone 
calls from Joe Theismann, who went through 
the same type of injury, he got a call from 
Greg Anthony, a lot of really positive calls that 
are making him feel good.” 

Pitino said Ware was walking with crutches 
to help blood flow and that doctors’ main 
concern in the next 48 hours was the risk of 
infection. 

“It is going to be a long recovery process 
like Michael Bush or like [Theismann], but we 
expect him to make a full recovery in a matter 
of time,” Pitino said. “It will be a lengthy time, 
but he’ll be with us in Atlanta.”

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Emanuel, McCarthy still 
on the defensive over

After a rough 2012 defending their actions 
as homicides soared past 500 killings, Mayor 
Emanuel and police Superintendent Garry 
McCarthy had what they billed as good news 
to share Monday—violence in the first quar- 
ter of 2013 fell sharply from a year earlier. 

But the two found themselves somewhat 
on the defensive after disturbances down- 
town over the weekend by large groups of 
teens reignited concerns about mayhem 
along or near the Magnificent Mile as warm- 
er weather appears. 

Emanuel and McCarthy held the press con- 
ference at a Far South Side police station to 
tout dramatic drops in homicides and shoot-

ings for Micrel as well as the fest quarter of 
2007.

McCarthy said it was the best first-quarter 
performance since 1959. 

“We're going to have good weeks. We're 
going to have bad weeks, good nramths and 
bad months,” McCarthy said.

Lollapalooza will put 60,000 single-day tickets on sale at 10 a.m. Wednesday for the festival 
Aug. 2-4 in Grant Park. The only question remaining is how fast they'll sell out. 

The festival’s entire lineup leaked weeks early March 27, which moved up this week’s sale 
from the originally scheduled April 9, but it almost was beside the point. In less than three 
hours last week, the festival already had sold out 80,000 three-day passes at up to $235 per pass, 
said Charlie Jones, co-owner of Austin, Texas-based Lollapalooza promoters C3 Presents. 

Jones said the festival’s website is getting more than twice as many visitors as it did last year, 
indicating a rapidly growing interest in the festival. After signing a 10-year contract last year 
with the Chicago Park District that will keep Lollapalooza in Grant Park through 2022, Jones 
said daily capacity was capped at 100,000, which makes its daily attendance bigger than any 
destination rock festival in North America, including Coachella in California and Bonnaroo in 
Tennessee.
